commission will m eet here on Novem­ 
ber 4 to give aid to all the needy 
blind in the county. 
This is the sec­ 
ond meeting of this commission under 
the new law.

Huston of Lisbon said this morning 
th at all the applicants w ere n o t yet 
in, but th at a large num ber had al­ 
ready been received. 
Under the new 
law, which was passed by the recent 
legislature, the applicant for help un­ 
der this provision m ust file his ieti- 
tion ten days before the m eeting of 
the commission, which occurs 
twice 
a year, and no m an or woman can re­ 
ceive more than $150 per year, as a 
needy blind person.
